ENTATIVE estimates sn build­ 
ing needs in tbs slsmsntary 
sehsel of Santa Ana indicated 
today that approximately $500,000 
would bs required to develop the 
school plants to a 
point where 
they would most the growing re­ 
quirements pf the city. 
According to Information from 
the board of education! office im ­ 
provements or additions on IO ele­ 
mentary 
buildings 
are 
needed. 
Members of the board are consid­ 
ering the advisability of calling a 
bond election In February In order 
to give the voters an opportunity 
to express themselves In regard to 
the situation. 
The sta rt of a new group of 
buildings a t the Jefferson school, 
with a four-room unit to relieve 
the conditions there, would cost 
approximately $30,000, it was esti­ 
mated. 
A sim ilar project at the Lincoln 
school would cost the same figure. 
-Improvement of conditions at the 
Lowell school, through the addi­ 
tion of four rooms, would cost 
$40,000, it is estimated. 
Addition of eight rooms at the 
McKinley school would cost $60,- 
000, while an addition at the Spur­ 
geon school would cost $13,000. 
One of the most urgent needs is 
found a t the A rtesia school, where 
14 classrooms and an auditorium 
are needed. 
It is estimated that 
this would cost $106,000. 
The a u ­ 
ditorium should be built to seat 
500, it is estim ated. 
Construction 
of a new group of eight rooms at 
the Grand Avenue school, with an 
auditorium to seat 500, would cost 
$74,000, It is figured. At the Delhi 
school, IO new rooms and an audi­ 
torium would cost approximately 
$85,000, while at the Edison school 
the addition af two rooms and an 
auditorium to seat 250 students is 
estim ated to cost $34,000.

There are no 
windows in it, and according to a 
statem ent made by Barnes to Cor­ 
oner Brown, when he arrived at the 
garage, the swinging doors on 
the 
budding were also entirely closed. 
Dunlap was a close friend of the 
Barnes family and had spent part 
of the day there yesterday. He talk­ 
ed of going to Los 
Angeles, 
and 
was in the best of spirits, so far as 
the members of the Barnes family 
said. Yesterday he sent Christm as 
cards to his brothers, one in Min­ 
nesota and another 
in 
Missouri, 
and theories of suicide are so 
far, 
without foundation, 
according 
to 
Coroner Brown. 
A theory was advanced that 
he 
was working on his machine inside 
the garage yesterday afternoon and 
was overcome by the fumes at that 
time. Coroner Brown said. 
Dunlap was a former tire m er­ 
chant in Anaheim, but 
sold 
his 
business several m onths ago. 
He 
has not been actively engaged 
in 
business since that time, it was said.

drastic amendments to the corrupt 
prseticss act to establish tho right 
of a poor man to become a law­ 
maker for the nation. 
Rising campaign costs, he declar­ 
ed, is steadily taking a toll of poor 
members of congress and 
there la 
an increase of wealthy candidates. 
While the senate has frequently 
been referred to as a “rich m an’s 
club.” the house has until the last 
few years been heralded as the op­ 
portunity of the poor public ser­ 
vant. 
Changing conditions, the increas­ 
ed population of congressional dis­ 
tricts, higher living costs and lax 
corrupt practices 
laws 
have 
all 
combined to bring about the condi­ 
tion which m ust now be faced, he 
said, he would limit a congressman's 
campaign expense to $3,000. 
“The cost of congressional cam ­ 
paigning has become alm ost pro­ 
hibitive,” he said. 
“As a result 
there are an Increasing num ber of 
wealthy 
candidates 
running 
for 
congress. 
“The present corrupt 
practices 
act practically permits an unlimited 
amount of money to be spent in a 
congressional campaign. This should 
be changed so that no candidate 
should consolidate their expense re ­ 
turns with that of a candidate so 
th at this limitation will be ob­ 
served. 
•‘We do not want a millionaires' 
congress, The ambitions of worthy 
men of moderate means should not 
be stifled by the money of an op­ 
ponent.”

Of course, this hoe meant that 
from certain sections heretofore 
enjoying an exoeso or high degree

The reallocation of November l l 
faithfully carried out this redis­ 
tribution and all parts of the na­ 
tion now have their proportions 
of th* radio total, baaed on popu­ 
lation, in strict compliance with 
the mandate of congress.

INFLUENCE TOWARD LAWLESSNESS 


A woman, a mother of IO children, has just been 
convicted in a court in Michigan the fourth time for 
bootlegging. 
Under the Michigan law the penalty for the fourth 
conviction for the commission of a felony is life 
imprisonment. 
It is not a penalty that is attached 
simply to the violation of the liquor law, it is at­ 
tached to the violation of any law in the state of 
Michigan. ' The theory upon which this law is based 
is that the conviction of a person four times for the 
violation of law amounting to a felony indicates 
that he is a confirmed criminal, and the confirmed 
criminal should be separated from society so he 
cannot practice his criminality to the injury of 
society. 
This law will apply to this mother. 
Some people who are opposed to the enforce­ 
ment of the prohibitory law, will forget the facts 
concerning this law and will endeavor to give the 
impression that it applies only to liquor selling. 
It 
applies to burglary, thievery, or any other felony. 
The penalty attached here may be too drastic. 
Students of sociology, criminology, and our judicial 
system, pretty well agree that it is not the se- 
Terity of the penalty which reduces crime, but the 
certainty of punishment. 
We believe that all people 
will agree that something should be done with 
people who regularly and constantly violate law, 
other than assessing a fine against them. 
There are some whose sympathies will go out to 
this woman because she is a mother and has the 
responsibility of these ten c h i l d r e n upon her. 
They would permit her to violate law even though 
they might deny this privilege to others. 
We be­ 
lieve they are extremely shortsighted. 
If there are 
any persons who should not be privileged to violate 
the laws of our country and who should not expect 
it, it is that clan who have taken upon themselves 
the responsibility of parenthood. 
The influence 
and teaching of the mother and father upon the 
child is the most far-reaching and powerful influ­ 
ence for good or for ii! that comes into the life of 
that child, 
lf the home is permitted to be a home 
of lawlessness so that the children are brought up 
in the atmosphere of law defiance, and are prac­ 
tically trained in a school of crime from their earliest 
childhood, can we expect anything else than when 
they have reached the age of their late teens they 
will join the gangsters in crime in Chicago, New 
York, and elsewhere? 
If we could attach a penalty of our own to this 
particular case, in the second instance of her law 
violation we should have taken the children from 
her, for the good of the children and of the state. 
They had better be reared at the expense of the 
state in the home provided for children, than to be 
reared in a home in which the fundamental Ameri­ 
can principle of law observance is held in contempt. 
Instead of any man or woman having claim to 
the privilege of violation of law by reason of such 
relationship, we must insist that the obligation lies 
the other way. The fact that the mother has been 
under temptation and is in distress does bring out 
the obligation of society to help. 
In most states 
we have laws providing for the payment into the 
needy widow’s home of a certain amount per child 
for their keeping. 
The question that arises here in the first instance 
is whether we should make an exception in re­ 
spect to bootlegging alcoholic poison over other 
felonies on the statute books. 
If exceptions are 
made, why should they be made? 
Supposing the 
woman, instead of selling intoxicating lictor in 
violation of the law, had for the fourth time been 
convicted of robbing someone of their belongings, 
for the sake of supporting the family. 
While our 
sympathy would go out to the mother in being forc­ 
ed by her maternal instinct to care for her children. 
we would instantly realize that there must be a 
better way to care for them. and that in any case it 
would be better for the children to be reared under 
other conditions. 
This is more particularly true of the liquor traffic 
because that traffic is carried on under relationships 
where the children soon become a part of it. 
She 
might have committed robbery outside of the home 
and outside of such influence. 
We have known of homes where the criminal 
parent has been separated from the children and 
we have known of such children being taken care of 
at the expense of the state in an orphanage. 
We 
have actually known of such children expressing 
gratitude that the state had done just exactly wha* 
it did do because they had a training amounting to 
character building which enabled them to give to 
society what society has a reason to expect from an 
individual. 
We should care for the needy in our society be­ 
cause it is the right and Christian thing to do, and by 
so doing we will aid in answering the prayer “lead us 
not into temptation.**

THE NEW POSTAL LAWS AND ECON­ 
OMY 


The time has gone by when we can soak off 
stamps from return envelopes and use them for oth­ 
er purposes. 
How often have we received a letter 
from which the address was crossed out, and an­ 
other written in. 
That is no longer to be the case. 
According to the provisions of the new postal laws, 
business or advertising enterprises are to be the re­ 
cipients of permits by which they can send out any 
number of franked envelopes without charge, and 
they will be required to pay only the postage on 
those actually returned. 
Undoubtedly that will be a great saving for bus­ 
iness concerns. 
It has been figured out that not 
nearly half the stamped envelopes sent out have ever 
come back. 
It means so much loss. 
Of course, it 
may be that die stamped envelope sent to the con­ 
scientious people who would be too honest to keep 
a stamp, more than paid for those which were not 
returned. 
Still, we think it good business to con­ 
serve where it can be done.

But you are 
not going to grin at me when I tell 
you to do something. Throwing dirt 
all over this yard. When your fath­ 
er comes home hell fix you.” 
It Is too bad that a person with 
such a habit of thought should have 
any power over a child. There are 
still enough of them abroad in the 
land to make societies for the pre­ 
vention of cruelty to children nec­ 
essary. Perhaps, though, we might 
teach some of the younger genera­ 
tion who will some day be mothers 
and fathers and teachers that it is 
inhuman to frighten a child and 
monstrous to strike him in 
the 
face with the full force of ono’s open 
hand. Perhaps we can teach them 
that such conduct is beyond tho 
pal# of decency. 
Let one thing be known. Whoa a 
child grins foolishly, giggles ta the 
face of an angry teacher or par­ 
ent or other adult parson, that child 
is expressing fear, not humor. Ho 
sees nothing humorons ta tho situa­ 
tion. He is stiff with fear. Laugh­ 
ter and tears are closely Interwov­ 
en. Experience must have taught 
you that long ago. Soma people 
laugh when they are injured, some 
people weep when they are over­ 
joyed. Many, many little boys, boys 
more than girls, defend themselves 
against fear with that silly grin. 
Instead of being a signal of defi­ 
ance it Is a signal of utter help­ 
lessness in the face of fear. Tho 


parson that would strike a child 
under such circumstances is not fit 
to bo near a child. 
When a child is naughty, when he 
makes a heedless mistake, know 
that ho Is a child and therefore in 
need «of your adult wisdom and 
power. That ho needs help, per­ 
haps punishment that will correct 
his point of view. But know too, 
that his grin Is the mask of fear. 
I know no worse condemnation of 
man or woman than to have it 
known that a child fears him.
